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tam.s many handsomely famished 
apartments. The drawing room and 
library are furnished in carved oak and 
the .smoker in cherry. The chief glory 
I of the vessel, however, is the main din- 
j ing room, ■which seats nearly 300 people 
at one time. It is finished in white and 
gold and has a stained gla.s.s dome 
twenty fet!t in hight. During the trij) 
from New York to Southampton, the 
chief steward told me that the 1,217 
souls on board would consume 14,000 
pounds of bet'f, 3,000 pounds of mutton, 
1,274 pieces of poultry, 1,000 small 
bifds, 10,000 eggs, 800 pounds fresh fish, 
1,000 p<.»uuds salt fi.sh, fifty biirrels of 
i oranges, ten barrels of app>e.«, t'wenty- 
j five bunches of bananas, 300 crates of 
I berries, twelve boxes of lemons, 100 
j watennolous,fifteen boxes of canteloupes, 
j fifty-five boxes plums, peaches and 
I pt^ars, 380 380 quarts of ice cream, 180 
barrels of potatoes, 3o0 barrels of cab- 
bage, 200 barrels of cauliflower, 1,000 
heads of stilad, 140 quarts of cream, 400 
gallons of fre.sh milk, 100 gallons of con- 
densed mild, sixty barrels of clams, 300 
pounds of lobsters, 500 pounds of fancy 
i biscuit, twelve barrels of hard tack, 600 
j pounds of colfee, 250 pounds of tea, 
1,500 pounds of sugar, and the five 
bakers nse forty-five barrels of flour. 
These are the chief stew’ard’s official 
figures given me in an interview*. 

*** 

Though the passengers are in the 
main strictly temperate — especially the 
Bourbon party — they have been “seein’ 
things.” Three days passed without a 
sight of a craft, though a number of 
ships have been passed. number of 
whales have been seen spouting near 
New York, and hundre<is of dolphins 
and a few* sharks, porpoises and flying 
fish have been seen sporting near the 
ship’s track. Daring a fog this after- 
noon the New York narrowly escaped 
running downi a small schooner. The 
fog was so dense tliat a ship could not 
be seen a hundred yards aw*ay. The j 
shell fish giving forth a phosphorescent | 
gleam in the track of the vessel has j 
been a beautiful night scene. |

The weather has been remarkably 
fine during the entire voyage, sunshine 
by day and moonlight at night. Scanrely 
a dozen persons on board were seasick, 
and only one of the Bourbon party was 
even slil^tly seasick for a short time. 
The has been as calm as a lake, 

though occasional swells have made the 
ves.se! roll. Speakiiig of waves, a jolly 
old tar said that the mermaids find 
diversion “flirting with the heavy 
swells of the ocean”. Sea? Another old 
salt said that the crew often got fowls 
from the “ hatchway,” and cut steaks 
from the “ bulwark,” and when they 
needed eggs they made the ship “lay

Wharton Golden Severely Cross- 
Examined by Judge Sims. 



Df^nied Thnt He Snid He Could Have 
)^,0<M> In CaMe of the Convic- 
tion of the P<irtI'*H 
Accused. 

Georg-etown, Ky., July 27. — There 
were several features in the evidence 
taken in the Powers trial. Constable 
Davis Harrod, of Frankfort, who en- 
tered the executive building a minute 
or two after the shooting of Goebel, 
testified that he .saw a man whose de- 
scription tallied with that of Yout.sey 
pull to the door of the office of the 
secretary of state behind him and run 
down the basement steps. 

W. H. Wagner, of Williamsburg, the 
home of Charles Finley, w'ho says he 
arrived in Frankfort with the moun- 
tain men on January 25 and spent 
much of his time between that time 
and the day of the as.sassination in 
Powers’ office, gave damaging testi- 
mony against both Powers and Yout- 
sey. He said that on Friday preced- 
ing the as.sassination several parties 
were in Powers’ office discussing ways 
and means of defeating Goebel before 
the legislature, and one man in the 
party said: “Somebody ought to kill 

the d — ra.scal.’’ Another replied: “I 

have made up my mind to do that my- 
self.’’ 

The witness said he did not know 
either of the men talking at that 
time, but had seen Youtsey recently, 
and was almost positive he w’as the 
man who made the last remark. In 
reference to Powers he said he over- 
heard him talking complainingly on 
the day liepresentative Berry was un- 
seated, and, according to his state- 
ment, Powers said: “We might be 

able to do something if the head of 
the ticket would act. If he does not, 

I intend to expose the whole d — busi- 
ness.’’ 

The defense put Robert Noaks on 
the stand and questioned him at 
length for the purpose of laying a 
foundation to contradict his testimo- 
ny. A letter written by Noaks to his 
cousin. Miss Effie Blankenship, at 
Crawfordsville, Ind., since his arrest, 
promises to play an important part in 
the matter so far as Noaks’ testimony 
is concerned, in the event the defen.se 
can produce the letter. What is al- 
leged to be th« substance of it was 
presented to the court — clipped from 
a newspaj>er. The matter was not 
given to the jury. Judge Cantrill rul- 
ing that the witness could not be 
questioned concerning the letter or 
its contents without first show'ing I 
that the letter had either been lost ' 
or destroyed. The defense will en- 
deavor to get the letter. 

Rodgers al.so identified a paper 
taken from Powers at the time of his 
arrest, which seemed to be a sort of 
passport, and read as follows: “Pow- 

ers is our friend. Signed W. S. Tay- 
lor.” 

The pardoii granted Powers by Gov. 
Taylor and attested by the defendant 
himself was then exhibited to the 
jury. 

Walter Bronston, recalled, told of 
a conversation with Powers after the 
arrest of the later. Powers, in talk- 
ing about the pardons being found 
on him when arrested, said: 1 know 

this looks a little bad, but we were 
making our way to a place where 
the pardons would have been recog- 
nized.” 

Senator J. J. Johnson was looking 
out of the senate chamber when the 
shots were fired. Only heard one of 
the shots. Saw a man raise a window 
on the second floor and look out in 
the direction of Goebel's body imme- 
diately after the shooting. The shot 
witness heard did not come from that 
window. 

Georgetown, Ky., July 28. — Al- 

though Yout.sey’s attorneys deny that 
he will be a witness for the prosecu- 
tion in the Caleb Powers trial, the 
commonwealth is expected to spring 
startling evidence in its closing tes- 
timony. If Youtsey does not go on 
the stand it is possible that Green 
Golden may testify for the state. 

The first witness Friday morning 
was .Judge James D. Black, Barbours- 
ville, who was a candidate for the 
gubernatorial nomination. He testi- 
fied that he saw a letter from Powers 
to Prof. Stevens, in which Powers said 
that the demorialization of the dem- 
ocratic party was due to him. Dud- 
ley Williamson stated that he was at 
the arsenal several days preceding the 
shooting, and that on the morning of 
.lanuary 30 the soldiers he was with 
were given overcoats and side arms 
and sent to the state house. 

E. H. St. Clair, manager of the Post- 
al Telegraph Co., Frankfort, saw Goe- 
■>^el and Chinn shortly before they en- 
tered the gate January 30, and walked 
directly to his office, a little over a 
lujuare away. As he entered he was 
handed a bunch of mes.sages by a col- 
ored man, to be sent. Two of the mes- 
sages were offered in evidence, one 
addressed to Lieut. Col. Gray, of 
Louisville, and another to Col. Roger 
Williams, of Lexington. Both read: 
“All right,” and were signed by Gen. 
Collier. 

Six more messages out of the same 
bundle, according to the witness, 
were read, all of them signed by Col- 
lier, calling out the militia. The 
prosecution placed its star witness, F. 
Wharton Golden, on the stand, and, 
unless their present plans are chang- 
ed, will rest the case so far as the 
commonwealth is concerned at the 
conclusion of his testimony. Golden’s 
testimony, as far as it went, did not 
vaiy- from that given by him at Pow- 
ers’ examining trial and on the hear- 
ing of ('ulton’s motion for bail at 
Frankfort. 

Georgetown, Ky., July 29. — The at- 



torneys for the prosecution in the 
Powers case at the close of the evi- 
dence on that side will ask that the 
jury be taken to Frankfort to view 
the state house grounds and build- 
ings, the spot where Goebel fell, and 
other things in connection with the 
case. They .say the commonwealth 
will rest its ca.se at the conclusion 
of the testimony of Wharton Golden. 

Golden resumed the witness stand 
at 9:30, and Judge Sims began a se- 
vere close cross-examination. Golden 
in response to (piestions told of being 
sent for by Tom Cromwell who told 
him he was about to be arrested for 
complicity in the murder. Refused 
to talk at that time, but went to see 
Powers and told him he was going to 
leave Frankfort to keep out of trou- 
ble. Powers told witness it would be 
better for him to give himself up and 
not to leave under any circumstances. 

\\ itness went b.ack to see Cromwell 
and Lawyer Campbell and told them 
he was ready to tell all he knew, but 
could not do so in Frankfort, as he 
would be killed. Campbell promised 
the witness to do all he could to 
keep him from being prosecuted. 
A few days later witness went 
to Cincinnati where he met 
Commonwealth’s .\ttorney Franklin 
and Lawyer Campbell and told them 
all he knew. 

Judge Sims asked the witness if ho 
did not tell his brother-in-law, John 
Stamper, that he had been promised 
$2,500, and that he could have $5,000 
in case of a conviction of parties, but 
he denied that he had ever said any- 
thing of that sort. .\lso denied that 
he had ever said that if he and Cul- 
ton could get together they could 
convict them all. 

Golden was kept busy for an hour 
or more denying that he had made 
statements that are attribated to him 
by persons who it is supposed will be 
introduced by the defen.se to impeach 
his testimony. 

Judge Sims a.sked Golden, “Dj >ou 
mean to tell his jury that you were 
willing to go into the legislature and 
kill anybody?” 

The witness replied: “I was vv'l- 

ling to go in there, and, in case of a 
fight, to stand up for ray .?i 1 ». I 
would have killed anybody that got 
in the way of my shots.” He said he 
did not know who brought “Tallow 
Dick” Combs, the negro, to Frank- 
fort, but that Culton told him he 
brought him. 

Georgetown, Ky., July 30. — The 
prosecution in the case of Caleb Pow- 
ers as an alleged accessory in the 
murder of Goebel clo.sed its testimony 
Saturday afternoon, rested the case 
and requested that the jury be sent 
to Frankfort to view the scene of the 
tragedy. The defense did not object 
to the jury going to Frankfort, but it 
will not go till all the testimony is in. 
The prosecution is confident of a con- 
viction on the pre.sentation made to 
the jury. 

The defense has not yet decided 
whether or not it will make an open- 
ing statement. The indications are 
that it will move for peremptory in- 
structions to find for the defendant. 
Powers may go on the stand himself 
and testify in his own behalf. 

RESULTED IN A FIASCO. 

The Two DayM* Fiesta in Manila to 

C'oinnieniornte the Amnesty 
■Wus Aot a Suceesa. 

Manila, July 30. — The two days 
fiesta in Manila organized by Senor 
Paterno and his political followers to 
commemorate the amnesty, resulted 
in a fia.sco. The people were passive, 
unenthusiast ic and not even inter- 
ested. Failing to perceive any tangi- 
ble effective results of amnesty they 
nay they can see no rea.son for cele- 
brating. 

Judge Taft and his colleagues of 
the commi.ssion felt constrained to 
decline to attend the banquet, as they 
had been informed that the speech 
would favor independence under 
.\merican protection and they could 
not pas.sively lend their acquiescence 
by being present. 

During last weeks scouting ten 
.\mericans were killed and 14 wound- 
ed, One hundred and eight Filipinos 
were killed and 60 taken prisoners. 
Forty insurgent rifles were cap- 
tured. 

Race War at Donivan, Mo. 

Popular Bluffs, Mo.,- July 29. — The 
importation of a large number of Ne- 
groes in Donivan nearly precipitated 
a race war. No Negroes are allowed 
to live in the town, and on their ar- 
rival the citizens undertook to drive 
them out. Several colored men were 
roughlj"^ handled, and a number of 
white men and Negroes were injured. 
Sheriff Merrill came to the rescue and 
an armed posse is now guarding the 
colored laborers. The citizens are 
determined the Negroes shall not be 
allowed to remain and further trou- 
ble is expected. 

Tod Sloan Hurt. 

Liverpool, England, July 28, — In the 
race for the Liverpool cup Tod Sloan 
was badly injured. He rode Maluma, 
who slipped and fell, throwing Sloan 
violently to the ground. He was bad- 
ly cut about the head. One ear was 
torn and he was much shaken and 
bruised. No internal injuries are be- 
lieved to have been received that will 
prevent him from filling his engage- 
ments in the United States. It is 
thought the fall will end Maluma’s 
racing career, as it put her .shoulder 
out. 

Five Cars Dynamited. 

St. Louis, July 29. — Five cars of the 
transit company were damaged Fri- 
day night by dynamite placed on the 
tracks. Nobody was injured so far 
as knowm. The first car was blown up 
about 4 o’clock, at Spring and Eas- 
ton avenues. It was but slightly 
damaged. At 10 o’clock another car 
of the same line was blown up and 
badly damaged. ^

the Emperor. 

Tbe Decree Says Officials Will Answer 
With Their Lives For Failure to 
Execute These Orders. 



All the Aliens in Pao Ting Fu Were 
Uurdered, Including, Forty British 
French and Americans. 



A ThonNuiid Converts Have Been 
MaMHarred at KwanK Pins: Fa— 
Ll llunK ClianK inatrncted to 
Lead Cliineiie Troops. 

London, July 30. — The Shanghai 
correspondent of the Daily Express 
says: 

new imperial edict promulgated 
Sunday evening urgently orders all 
viceroys and provincial governors to 
endeavor to negotiate peace with the 
powers, whose ministers are ‘held as 
hostages pending the result of the 
overtures for the abandonment of 
ho.stilities against China.’ 

“The viceroys are also commanded 
to guard their territories vigilantly 
against attack and to prevent, by all 
means in their power, the advance of 
the foreign troops, especially along 
the Yang Tse Kiang. The decree 
says that the officials will answer 
with their lives for any failure to 
execute these orders. 

“Commands are also given that not 
a single foreigner shall be allowed

to e.scape from the interior, where 
there are still fully 2,000 Europeans 
connected with missionary work, in 
isolated situations. 

“When the governor of Shan-Tung 
communicated to the consuls the im- 
perial decree of July 24 he omitted 
important pa.ssages addressed to Li 
Hiaig Chang: 

“ ‘It is admittedly inadvisable to 
kill all the ministers, but is equally 
unwise to send them to Tien-Tsin, It 
will be much wiser to keep the sur- 
vivors at Peking as hostage.s. 

“ ‘You are commanded to hasten 
to Peking. You are incurring impe- 
rial disjilea.sure by delays. You have 
been appointed viceroy of Chi Li be- 
cause, with your military experience, 
you will successfully lead the im- 
perial armies against the foreigners 
in Chi Li which Yu Lu, the present 
viceroy, is unable to do, owing to his 
ignorance of military affairs.’ 

“Li Hung Chang replied to this 
edict asking to be allowed to retire 
on account of his age. 

“Sheng now admits that he has had 
telegrams since July 19 announcing 
that every foreigner in Pao Ting Fu 
was murdered, including 40 British, 
French and .\merican missionaries, 
and announcing al.so that two French 
Jesuits and 1,000 converts have been 
massacred at Kwang Ping Fu, on the 
borders of Shan Tung and Chi-Li. .\ 
majority of the consuls favor strong 
measures against Sheng’s duplicity. 

“Local officials assert that the Ital- 
ian priests murdered in Hu Nan Wen 
were wrapjied in cotton which had 
been .soaked with kerosene, and were 
slowly roasted to death. It is believed 
that all foreigners in Chi-Li have by 
this time been massacred; and the 
wave of ma.ssacre is spreading from 
Ning Po and Hong Chow, from which 
point 30 English and American mis- 
sionaries are endeavoring to escape 
in boats down the river to Kiang Su. 
Officials here anticipate a general ris- 
ing along the Yang Tse Kiang about 
.\ugust 1. 

“.\n astouuding .\merican intrigue 
has been revealed to the consuls here 
in the shape of a skillful attempt to 
get the maritime customs placed in 
the hands of an .\meriean missionary 
named Fergusson, who, although he 
was an active ally of Sheng in the lat- 
ter’s endeavors to hoodwink the world 
with regard to events in Peking, was 
supported by the -American officials 
in his claim to the appointment of in- 
Bpector general.” 

Washington, July 30. — There is a 
growing expectation at the state de- 
partment that news of the utmost im- 
portance may be forthcoming at any 
moment from Peking. It is believed 
that the basis for this expectation is 
the knowledge on the part of the of- 
ficials that certain machinery hereto- 
fore set in motion may result in the 
opening up of communication through 
some secret but reliable channeU. It 
is known that a second effort has 
been made by our own government 
to get another message from Mr. Con- 
ger and thnt nearly all of the powers 
also have resorted to private agencies 
in their own interest-s, with a lile ob- 
ject. 

.The fact has just been developed 



that one of the last nets of the late 
Col. Liscum before his death at Tien- 
Tsin was to undertake the dispatch 
of a spy to Peking. Gen. Dorward, 
the British commanding officer at 
Tien-Tsin, al.so sent out tw-o mes.sen- 
ger.s, and it is believed that the Japa- 
nese did the same. Up to date not 
one of these mes.sengers has returned 
to Tien-Tsin, nor has there been a 
single word heard from any of them. 
This fact, however, has not caused the 
abandonment of hope, and this is 
true in particular of the me.s.sage ex- 
pected from Mr. Conger. Minister Wu 
is perhajis the basis for this hope on 
our part, and he maintains an un- 
shaken confidence in his original a.s- 
sertion that the new.s, when it does 
come, will show that the legationers 
are alive. 

Toklo, July 28.— It is reported from 
Shanghai that the Boxers attacked 
the mi.ssionaries and native Chri.s- 
tians at Pao Ting Fu on July 8. A 
foreign physician and 2,000 converts 
were massacred. 

The Chinese general, Li Ho Keh, is 
now marching on Peking. He has 
ordered his troops to exterminate all 
Christians. -Already one French 
priest and from 2,000 to 3,000 natives 
have been slaughtered. 

Berlin, July 30. — The Chinese lega- 
tion in Berlin has received a message 
from Sheng, director general of rail- 
wa 3 's and telegraphs, saj’ing that he 
had received a dispatch from Peking 
announcing that Gen. Tung Fuh Sl- 
ang threatens to kill all the members 
of the legations if the international 
forces advance upon Peking. 

Evidently' the legation is embar- 
rassed by the receipt of this dispatch 
as the Chinese minister has not com- 
municated it to the German govern- 
ment. 

The legation has cabled the viceroy 
of Nankin requesting him to try to 
get information as to whether the 
widow of Baron Von Ketteler, the 
murdered German minister, is still 
alive. 

London, July 27. — The Hong-Kong 
correspondent of the Daily Express 
wires as follow’s: 

“An Italian priest has just arrived 
here from Hen Sien FAi, in southern 
Hu An, where the Italian bishop and 
three priests have been massacred 
after revolting tortures. This took 
place on July 4. Six hundred con- 
verts were massacred after the wom- 
en had been subjected to hideous bru- 
talities. Six other priests fled to the 
hills, where they w’ere probably kill- 
ed. The priest who escaped had a 
perilous journey to Hong-Kong. He 
hid in a coffin on board a river boat 
for 17 days.” 

Washington, July 28. — Secretary Hay 
signalized his return to Washington 
from Canton Friday morning by the 
announcement that under no circum- 
stances will the United States accept 
the Chine.se offer to turn over the for- 
eign ministers to the internationals at 
Tien-T.sin in consideration of a sus- 
pension of the campaign against Pe- 
king. .A long cablegram was dispatch- 
ed Friday to Rr. Adm. Remej’ at Taku 
and it is believed that this instruc- 
tion was laid upon him. 

The state department claims to be 
pursuing an entirely' consistent course 
in this decision. The officials point 
out that all of the bitter criticism in 
the European papers directed against 
the United States’ policy is based up- 
on a total misunderstanding of the 
fundamental principles which have 
governed the actions of the depart- 
ment. At no time, it is .said, has the 
state department allowed the belief 
that the foreign ministers at Peking 
were alive to interfere in the slight- 
est degree with the pro.secution of its 
military- plans for reaching Peking. 
On the contrary’, the news that the 
ministers were alive was accepted 
by the state department, not as con- 
veying absolute verity-, but as an ad- 
ditional reason for ha.stening the re- 
lief column forward to Peking. It 
was the department’s contention that, 
even though a degree of improbabil- 
ity surrounded the Chinese news as to 
the state of affairs in Peking, yet 
every consideration of humanity and 
policy demanded that it should be 
given careful consideration and 
that it should be acted upon 
as if true provided that ac- 
tion went toward the relief of the 
foreign ministers, and did not operate 
to prevent the consummation of any 
of the objects laid down in Secretary 
Hay’s identic note. The department 
is absolutely satisfied that its atti- 
tude was perfectly correct, and that 
even European critics will, in time, 
admit the fact. 

Relief Arrived at XaKaNakl. 

Washington, July 29. — The war de- 
partment has recived the following 
telegram: 

Nagasaki, July 27. — Adjutant Gen- 
eral, Washington: Relief arrived at 

Nagasaki, June 26th, Claude R. Le.s- 
lie, Co. I, 14th infantry, died of dis- 
ea.se contracted in line of duty — dis- 
entery; his remains w’ill be shipped 
to San Francisco; civilian employe, 
Arthur Hennessy, drowned June 21st; 
buried at Nagasaki.

NEW ORLEANS RIOTS. 



Negro Who Caused Them Killed 
Five and Fatally Wounded Four.

THE GREAT MAJESTIC. 



He in Turn WaH Smoked Out of Hin Hid- 
ing: I*lare in a House Where He Had 
Taken Refugee and Riddled 
With Dullets. 

New’ Orleans, July 27. — The whites 
became so inceniscd over the murder 
of Police Captain Day and J’atrolmau 
Lamb at an early hour Tuesda\' morn- 
ing by Robert Charles, a Negro des- 
perado, t^at rioting commenced Wed- 
ne.sdav' night, and was kept up Thur.s- 
day morning. One Negro was beaten to 
death, .six were so badlj’ wounded that 
their lives are despaired of, and about 
a score of people, white and black, 
male and female, have been more or 
less seriously wounded. Disorderly 
acts following the disturbances of 
Wednesday night were committed 
throughout the city Thursday*, and 
resulted in the swearing in bj’ the 
mayor of 500 special policemen and 
the ordering out of 1,500 of the state 
militia upon orders of Gov. Heard, 
who responded promptly to the ap- 
peal of Mayor Capdeveille for assist- 
ance in suppressing the existing law- 
lessness and in preventing a recur- 
rence of the violence of Wednesday 
night. 

Col. Wood who commanded the 1st. 
Louisiana regiment in the Spanish 
w’ar, was placed in command of the 
special police. 

Hoodlums prowled the streets 
throughout the daj’, and whenever 
the.y spied a Negro, as.saulted him. 

New’ Orleans, July 28. — After a des- 
perate battle lasting for several hours, 
in which he succeeded in killing Sergt. 
Gabriel Porteus, Andy Van Kurem, 
keeper of the police jail, and Alfred 
J. Bloomfield, a j’oung boj', and fa- 
tally wounding Corp. John F. Lally, 
John Banville, ex-Polieeman Frank H. 
Evans and A. S. Loclere, one of the 
leading confectioners of the cltj', and 
more or less seriously’ several other 
per.sons, the .^egro desperado, Robert 
Ciiarles, who killed Capt. Day and I’a- 
trolmun Lamb and badly wounded Of- 
ficer Mora, was smoked out of his hid- 
ing place in the heart of the residence 
section of the city and literally shot 
to pieces. 

The tragedy’ was one of the most 
remarkable in the historj' of the citj’, 
and 20,000 people, soldiers, policemen 
and cifizeiEs, were gathered around 
the square in which ( harles was final- 
ly put to death. Tremendous excite- 
ment reigned in New Orleans as the 
battle went on between the police and 
citizens and the Negro with his Win- 
chester. .After the tragftd^’ was over, 
and ('harles was dragged out from 
tlio mud and slush in which he had 
fallen, w’ith the mob howling for the 
burning of his body, statements were 
made that the man killed was not 
realh’ the desperadd who had killed 
Day and Lamb, but papers found on 
his person and the fact that he fought 
so desperately for his life and shot so 
accurately seem to leave little doubt 
that the right man was killed. 

Sergt. Gabe Porteus, one of the best 
known officers on the force, and Sergt. 
John F. Lally. who has a fine record 
tor braver^’, were informed during the 
day by a Negro that Charles was i».- 
i.iding in a hou.se on Clio, near .Sar.i- 
toga street. De^termining to take 
him alive if jiosHible, the officers sum- 
moned a number of patrolmen to 
their assistance and sent to the house 
where Charles was supposed to be in 
concealment. The Negro informant 
of the policemen accompanied the of- 
ficers. Tlie^’ entered the side allej’ of 
the house and were surprised ia pre- 
ci.sel^' the .same way as were Daj’ and 
Lamb. Before tlie officers were aware 
of their danger Cliarle.s, who was hid- 
den behind a screen on the second 
floor of the building, rai.sed his Win- 
chester and began a furious but ac- 
curate fire. Lally fell with a bullet' 
in the right .side of the abdomen. 
Porteus was shot through the head 
and dropped dead across the bod>’ of 
Lally. The other officers and the Ne- 
gro fled from the scene. 

The reports of Charles’ Winchester 
and the fact that two officers lay 
bleeding in the yard raised tremend- 
ous excitement. Hurry calls were 
sent to the mayor, the chief of police 
and Col. Wood, in command of the 
special police, and as fast as possible 
armed help was rushed to the scene. 
In a little w’hile there was an im- 
mense crowd circling the square 'n 
which Charles was located. In the 
.meantime Father Fitzgerald, of St. 
Johns church, was summoned to ad- 
mini.ster extreme unction to the po- 
lice officers who were lying in the 
alley. The priest responded prompter 
and he was annointing the bod\’ .if 
Porteus with Alfred J, Bloomfieid. a 
\oung boy, standing b,v his side, wneo 
Charles again appeared at the win- 
dow. The lad saw him at once :i,id 
begged the desperado not to shoot 
him. Cnarles immediately fired liis 
Winches er again and Bloomfield fe.. 
dead. The priest, unhurt, left the. 
scene afttr pluckily performing Cue 
last offices for the dead officer.

RATHBONE ARRESTED. 

The Beeeut Director General of l*o*ta 
in Cuba la Held on Four 
Charare*. 

Havana, July 29. — Mr. Estes G. 
Rathbojie, recently director general of 
posts in Cuba, was arrested Saturday 
at 11 o’clock on four charges. These 
allege the unlawful drawing of two 
orders for $500 each, paying his pri- 
vate coachman and gardener out of 
the postal funds and drawing per. 
diem allowances wiien not entitled to 
do so. Mr. Rathbone was held in 
bonds of $25,000. 

Havana, July 30. — The court Ijcfore 
whom Estes G. Rathbone, formerly 
director of posts of Cuba, was ar- 
raigned, after his arrest on charges 
of fraud, issued an order directing 
that the prisoner be removed to the 
carcel, but Lieut. Col. Scott, acting 
governor general, advised that he be 
allowed to remain in the vivac until 
it was known w’hether bail would be 
secured. His attorneys are confident 
of getting a satisfactory bondsman. 
Many persons called upon Mr. Rath- 
bone to express their sympathy with 
him in his predicament. Among theoi 
was Gen. Lee. 

BRITISH TROOPS ADVANCING. 

'Gen. French Ha* Oeenpied Middle- 

bnrff, and Gen. Pole-C'arew Haa 
Reached BruKNlirnlt. 

London, July 29. — A special dispatch 
from Cape Town .saj’s: “Dewet has 

offered to surrender on conditions 
that his followers be permitted to re- 
turn to their homes unmolested. 
Lord Roberts has refused anything 
exct'pt unconditional surrender. 

London, July 30. — The war office 
has received a dispatch from Lord 
Roberts explaining that only one 
train was captured on the night of 
July 21 betw'een Kroonstad and the 
Vaal, and that it contained supplies 
and two officers and 100 men of the 
Welsh Fusileers. 

Gen. French has occupied Middle- 
burg in the Transvaal and Geu. Pole- 
Carew, with the Guards’ Brigade, has 
arrived at Brugspruit, 20 miles west 
of Middleburg. 

A dispatch from Fourieslnirg shows 
that the capture of Fouriesburg was 
l)rcceded by heavy fighting to force 
a passage w'hich was stubbornly con- 
tested for two days. (ien. Hunter’s 
forces had the hardest work in forc- 
ing Relief’s Xek, his casualties 
amounting to about 100. 

Upwards of 6,000 Boers, with a very 
large number of wagonst a large 
■quantity of stores and many cattle 
have been driven into the mountain 
pas.ses. where they are watched by 
British troops. Their escape from 
that point will be very difficult. 

Two Killed b>' LifchtnlnK. 

Berlin, .July 29. — At Rastenberg, 
after the laying of the foundation 
stone of the Roman museum, light- 
ning killed two person.s. Two others 
'vere killed by lightning near Dantzig, 
where a number of buildings were set 
on fire. 



Washington, July 29. — The imports 
into the United States from Cuba, 
I’orto Rico, Hawaii and the Philip- 
pine and Samoan islands for the fiscal 
year just ended amount to over $60,- 
000.000. Over $40,000,000 of this is 
sugar and mola.s.ses, $10,000,000 tobac- 
co, $5,000,000 vegetable fibers, $1,000,- 
000 iron, copper and manganese and 
the remainder such miscellaneous 
tropical products as coffee, cocoa, 
sponges, tropical fruits, vegetables, 
hides and skins and cabinet woods. 

The sugar importations from the 
islands form practically one-third of 
the total sugar brought into the Unit- 
ed States during the year, amounting 
ing to about 1,000,400,000 pounds out 
of a grand total of over 4,000,000,000 
pounds imported. 

Of the total sugar importations 
from the f^ur islands, Cuba supplied 
slightly more than one-half, though 
in value the importations from Ha- 
waii exceeded those from Cuba, Ha- 
waii sugar being of a higher grade 
and conseciuently representing a 
larger value, although the number of 
pounds was materially le.ss than that 
shown by the import figures for Cuba, 
The total importations of sugar dur- 
ing the year from Cuba was 705,456,- 
352 pounds, valued at $18,24.3,659; those 
from Hawaii 504,713,105 pound.s, 
valued at $20,392,1.50. Porto Rico 
occupies the third place in 
quantity and vjilue of sugar im- 
ported from the islands, the total for 
the year exceeding 80,000.000 pounds, 
while from the Philippines the total 
for the year is, in round terms, 50,- 
000,000 pounds. 

SLEEPING CAR SMASHED. 

One Man Killed and Nine Other* 
Badly Injured in n Railroad 
WreeW Near Detr«iit. 

Detroit, Mich., .Inly 30. — Section 1 
of the Buffalo Bill’s Wild West -show’s 
train sufferetl a severe collision near 
Milwaukee Junction, shortly before 
daylight, resulting in the smashing 
of a show employes’ sleeping ear con- 
taining some 40 sleeping inmates. 
One of the latter is dead and nine 
others are in Detroit hospitals suf- 
fering from more or less serious in- 
juries. 

At the time of the collision the 
train, consisting of 20 wagon and 
stock cars, four of the show’s sleep- 
ing cars and a Grand Trunk calioose 
were being transferred from the Mich- 
igan Central to the Detroit, (Jrand 
Haven & Milwaukee road. The train 
was being pushed backward from the 
“Y” at the Milwaukee .lunction, when 
it was struck by an outgoing Grand 
Trunk freight train. The caboose 
was jammed into and forced on top 
of the Buffalo Bill employes’ sleeper 
Xo. 56, which was filled with sleeping 
I tent and canvas men. When the un- 
injured men had recovered from the 
shock, the wrecked sleeper was chop- 
ped open and the injured gradually 
gotten out. The car was a complete 
wreck, excepting at one end. 

All the victims will recover shortly 
excepting the three most seriously 
injured. 

OUR TROOPS IN CUBA. 

Only EnouKh AVill Be Left to Do Gar- 

rlHon Duty— All Siffns of Yellow 

Fever Has Diaappeared. 

New Y’ork, July 29. — Gen. Leonard 
Wood, military governor of Cuba, 
who has been in the United States for 
about a fortnight, sailed on the Mex- 
ico Saturday for Havana. Gen. 
Wood said of the military status in 
Cuba: 

“The withdrawal of United States 
troops from Cuba will end with the 
embarkation of the remainjng bat- 
talions of the 1st and 5th infantry. 
That will leave only about 5,000 sol- 
diers on the island, merely enough for 
garrison duty. 

“Fears that yellow fever would in- 
terfere with the transfer of the 1st 
infantry were removed Friday morn- 
ing upon the receipt of a telegram 
that the surgeons reported that all 
signs of it had disappeared, and that 
the embarkation would proceed with 
all possible dispatch.” 

Went-Charrhill Wedding. 

London, July 29. — I>ady Randolph 
Churchill (nee Jerome) was Saturday 
married to Lieut. George Cornwallis 
West at St. Paul’s church, Knights- 
bridge. The church was thronged 
with handsomely dressed women. 
There was no restriction upon the 
number admitted to the church to 
witness the ceremony. 

Towne Will W'ithdraw. 

Minneapolis, Minn., July 29. — Chas. 
A. Towne will be withdrawn from the 
populist national ticket about August 
5, The populi.st national committee 
will accept his resignation and replace 
him with Adlai E. Stevenson. 

Cuban Pre** Snti*fled. 

Havana, July 30. — The decree call- 
ing the constitutional convention and 
providing for the election of delegates 
meet.s with almost universal approval 
at the hands of the Cuban press. 

Capt. John Little Dead. 

Washington, July 30. — Gen. Brooke, 
at Xew York, has informed the war 
department of the death at Govern- 
ors Island of tj'phoid fever of Capt. 
John Little, of the subsistence de- 
partment. Capt. Little married a 
niece of the late Gen. Sherman. 



Washington, July 28. — Sufg. Gen. 
'Wyntan has received the following 
di.^pauhes from Surgeon Glennon, at 
Havana, regarding the fever among 
the troops in Cuba: 

“Have been in communication with 
military authorities regarding 1st 
regiment. Have been 11 deaths at Pi- 
nar del Rio; eight cases and 11 sus- 
pects now under observation. Dis- 
ease obtained headway before differ- 
entiation. Troops moved out to camp 
for observation. All baggage and 
equipment will be disinfected, labeled 
and sealed by us before being placed 
upon trasports. 

“On account of general prevalence 
of yellow fever in Havana, I am re- 
quiring disinfection of all baggage 
leaving this city for the states. Af- 
fairs running smoothly. Have ar- 
ranged with military authorities to 
deliver bulk of effects of 1st regiment 
in advance for disinfection and stor- 
age. Articles for field use to be dis- 
infected immediately prior to em- 
barkation, Eight companies moved to 
camp on 22d. One case developed 
25th. Cases also reported among 
troops of Matan/as. Have notified 
Surgeon Guiteras.” 

NO AGREEMENT REACHED. 

Nlint-r* an«l Operator* Fail to Reach 
ai> UiiderntanclinK at the Con- 
fereiiee at Coal Creek. 

Knoxville, Tcnn.. July 28, — The coal 
miners and operators are still in con- 
ference at Coal Creek without having 
reachetl any agreement as to the next 
year’s wage scale. It is authoritative- 
ly stated that the miners have made 
a demand for an iiicrea.se of 10 per 
cent., but the operators so far have 
made no reply as to what amount, if 
any, will be granted. The indications 
are that some result will soon be 
reached. 

Out of the large number of mines in 
the Coal Creek district only one is 
represented by an ojHTator. All the 
operators here who failed to attend 
the first meeting were notified to be 
here, but none resjionded. 

A PLUCKY GIRL. 



With a Kevolver She Kept a Gang; 
of W'orkiiien Off Her Father** 
Farm, Near Chester, O. 

East Liverpool, O., July 28, — A whole 
gang of men, employes of the Ohio 
Valley (Jas Co., were held up by a 
plucky girl with a revolver near Ches- 
ter. This young woman was Miss 
Pearl Finley, aged 22. The Ohio Val- 
ley Gas Co, claims a right of w'ay 
across the Finley farm for a pipe line, 
but the right is contested. Wednes- 
day a gang of workmen started to dig 
a ditch in which to lay their pipes. 
Miss Finley ordered the men to de- 
sist, and backed up her order with a 
revolver. She threatened to kill the 
first man who put a pick into the soil. 
Her determination won the day, and 
the contested title will be fought out 

in court.

Fired on From Anihnsh. 

Huntington, W. Va., July 28. — Ham- 
lilton Runyon.s, of Marion, O., and 
Miss .America Arthur, of Barlwurville, 
W. Vci., were fired on from ambush, it 
is thought, while driving near Long 
Branch, late at night. Runyons was 
fatally injured and Mi.ss Arthur, her 
physicians say, can not po.s.sibly re- 
cover. Her nose and part of her face 
were torn away. The person in am- 
bush fired twice, the weapon used be- 
ing a double-barreled shotgun which 
was loaded with slugs. Miss Arthur 
was spending the summer at Long 
Branch, a resort 20 miles south of 
here, and Mr. Runyons, to whom she 
was to have l>een married in Septem- 
ber, arrived Thursday to spend a few 
days. 

Paroled Convict Killed. 

Joliet, III., July 28, — John Butler, a 
paroled convict, was shot and instant- 
ly killed Thursday evening by Officer 
Kelly, of the Joliet police force. The 
killing took place during a running 
fight between the officer and six mem- 
bers of a gang of desperadoes. Three 
of the gang have been captured, one 
is dead, and the other two are still 
at large. 

Two More iRlafida. 

Paris, July 28. — The cabinet is con- 
sidering the proposition of the United 
States government for the cession 
of the islands Sibutu and Kalagayou 
in consideration of an indemnity of 
$100,000. 1 he ministry regards the 

proposition favorably, and negotia- 
tions for a treatj' of accord between 
the two governments are proceeding 
rapidly. 

TerrlBc and Fatal Explonion. 

Waco, Te.v., July 27. — The plant of 
liie Waco Ice and Refrigerating Co., 
one of the largest in the south, w’as 
entirely demolished by a terrific ex- 
plosion in the boiler room which 
killed Fireman Henry Mercer and 
Jack Dorset t. Several others were 
badly injured. The cause of the ex- 
plosion is unknown.

Ware of KeliRioas Lln- 
thiuiaMm. 

It is just 100 3 ’cars since the first 
cauip meeting originated. It was the 
result of the most phenomenal wave of 
religiou.". enthusiasm which ever swept 
over America. It beg*»n in Kentuckj" 
and Tennessee, and the phenomenon, 
which was known as the “jerks,” seems 
to have been fully authenticated. Xo 
building then erected could accommo- 
date the crowds that concentrated from 
all parts of the adjacent countr 3 '. This 
necessitated the camp meeting, sa 3 ’s a 
Xashville correspondent of the Chicago 
Record. 

In 1799 a sacramental meeting was 
held in the old Red River Baptist church 
near Port Ro 3 'al. Elders Hodge, Ran- 
kin, McGread 3 ' and John McGee w'ere 
present. After a fervent address by 
Elder Hodge the emotions of the vast 
crowd became uncontrollable. 

Two aged ladies, Mrs. Pacely and 
Mrs. Clark, commenced tremendously 
vociferating sentiments of praise. De- 
spite the attempt of the preacher to 
continue singing, the shouting in- 
creased. The minister, descending 
from the pulpit, passed along the aisles 
vehementh' exhorting. The clamor and 
confusion increased tenfold; screams 
for merev' were mingled w ith shouts of 
jo 3 '; a universal agitation pervaded the 
multitude. Suddenly individuals began 
to fall prostrate to the floor as if dead, 
where the}' la}' for some time uncon- 
scious and unable to rise. 

Tlie elders were so surprised and as- 
tonished that the}’ retired for a con- 
ference. The}' concluded that nothing 
could be done, arguing that if it were 
the work of the devil it could not last, 
and if of God an}’ effort to control it 
would be vain. The}' reentered the 
house and found nearl\* the entire con- 
gregation on the floor. Two or three 
at a time began to rise, shouting praise 
for the evidence of sins forgiven. The 
excitement was so intense that the 
preachers could not attend the demands 
upon them. Hundreds professed to 
have been converted that da}'. This 
was the beginning of the religious 
movement which, on account of the 
strange bodil}’ exercise and agitations 
attending upon it, was looked upon as 
the most wonderful event of the times. 

The next meeting was held at Muddy 
River church, a few miles north of Rus- 
sellville. K}'., where similar scenes were 
witnessed. The people came in all 
kinds of vehicles, from distances as far 
as 100 mi’^s. Long before the hour of 
preaching there were present three 
times as man}' as the house could seat, 
and a constant stream of people kept 
pouring in. A temporar}' pulpit wa« 
erected in the woods, and seats for the 
multitude were made b}* felling large 
trees. As night came on it was evi- 
dent the crowd did not intend to dis- 
perse. Some took w'agons and hur- 
ried to bring in straw from the barns. 
Some fell to sewing the wagon sheets 
together and others to cutting forks 
and poles on which to spread them. 
Counterpanes, coverlets and sheets 
were also fastened together to make 
tents and camps. C‘^he^s were dis- 
patched to town and the nearest houses 
to collect provisions and cooking uten- 
sils to prepare food for the muititude. 
In a few hours night came on, fires 
W'ere made and hundreds of candles 
were lighted and fixed to *.rees. This 
was the first camp meeting in the 
‘ w’orld. 

THE DEADLIEST ACIDS. 

One Whiff of Prnssic Acid Kills In* 
• tantir — Others Nearly 
as Bad. 

The discoverer of prussic acid was 
instantl}' killed by inhaling one whiff 
of his own handiwork. Pure prussic 
acid is never sold or handled. It 
kills, not in three minutes or half an 
hour, but the instant it enters the 
lungs as a gas. The mixture ordi- 
iiaril}' sold as prussic acid is 98 parts 
of water to two parts of the drug. 
Even in this form it is ver}' deadl}', 
sa}'s Cassell’s Saturda}’ Journal. 

Atrophine, though it has no harm- 
ful odor, is so deadly that as much 
of it as would adhere to tHe end of 
a moistened forefinger would instant- 
1 }' cause death. 

C.vanlde of potasium has a pleasant 
smell, which ir not injurious, but a 
small quantit}’ swallowed kills at 
once. 

Pure ammonia, if inhaled, would 
cause death almost as quicki}' as prus- 
sic acid. 

Xitric acid will burn wood, ea*t 
‘hrough iron plates and destro}' what- 
ever it touches. A carbo}' was once 
broken in an acid factor}'. Everyone 
ran away. leaving the acid to amuse it- 
self by setting fire to its surround'- 
ings. Soon, however, it was seen that 
the building Vv-ould be destro}'>ed, and 
hundreds of people lose their employ- 
ment, on w'hich four men volunteered 
to put out the fire in the acid room. 
They succeeded and came out feeling 
apparently unharmed. Five hours 
later all were dead.

A Recent Strike nrin.Rii to Pnblic At- 
tention Their Small Pay and 

Lohr llourN of l.abor. 

Advantages of the American street 
car employes in the matt-er of wages is 
shofw'n by a strike of 5,000 employes of 
this character in Berlin^ They demand 
that wages for drivers and conductors 
be fixed at $23.80* per month, to be in-, 
creased to $35.70 in, five years; for car, 
cleaners, stablemen, switchmen, daily 
wages of 83 1-3 cents, to be increased to 
$1.07 in four years; the hours of a day’s’ 
labor to be nine, including two pauses 
flor rest of three-Dourths of an hour 
In all; a free day with full pay, to be 
given each week, and for every em- 
ploye W'ho has been with the company 
for more than, six months an annual va- 
cation of ten days; the stopping time 
at the terminal stations to be 12 min- 
utes. 

They demand that the pension fund 
shall be in force. The question of be- 
ing entitled to be pensioned shall be 
left to a committee composed in equal* 
numbers of representatives of the em- 
ployes and of the directors of the com-' 
pany. Xew employes shall be taken 
from the central union. An agreement 
has been* reached on the follow ing con- 
ditions: 

The pension fund will be put in force, 
the hours of labor shall be nine per 
day for drivers and 11 for conductors; 
a committee will be established ateach« 
station for the purpose of apprising 
the directors of the wishes of the em- 
ployes and to act as arbitrators; wages 
will begin with $20.23 per month, in- 
crease to $21.42 after six months, and 
rise till after 20 years’ service the max- 
imum of $28.50 has been reached. Ex- 
tra hours will be paid at the rate of 12 
cents. 

A WAR COLLEGE. 

BriR. Gen. Ludlow Goea to Europe to 

Study Such Institutions There and 
Gather SuRRestlre Material. 

Brig, Gen. William Ludlow\ Mrs. Lud- 
low and the general’s aid-de-camp, 
Lieut. Halstead Dorey, sailed the other- 
day for Europe. The general goes 
abroad under orders from the war de- 
partment to study the organization of 
the general staff of the French and'Ger- 
man armies, in view of the establish- 
ing of a war college in the United 
States. The general is president of the 
board of war college, and on his return 
will report the results of his observa- 
tions to the secretary of war. 

“I am going abroad,” the general 
said, “on official business, and expect 
to be gone until the middle of Septem- 
ber.
